That commerce 
is made up of the traffic of a l m o s t 
every kind of merchandise, whether 
originating in the immediate vicinity 
or in a foreign country. Then we have 
the railroad interests in a remarkable 
degree, because of a terminis here of 
two great transcontinental lines, and 
the centering here o f several other 
trunk ii in's, reaching out to all parts 
of the Northwest and to all points of 
the compass.

son, I ts D isc o v e re r. 
While the discovery of anaesthetics 
in surgery was made by an American 
—it is claimed by three different men 
—yet the first use of chloroform for 
tho purpose was made by Dr. (after­ 
ward Sir James) Simpson. Iii his res­ 
olution to discover some new aud 
unobjectionable agent to produce in- 
lensibility under the surgeon's knife 
ae was bold almost to rashness. He 
tried every new compound first upon 
himself, and then with a few devot­ 
ed medical friends made further 
tests of all such as seemed to promise 
success. 
In the year 1847 especially he had 
seen working hard, holding, with 
Professor Miller, Dr. Duncan and Dr. 
Keith, a sort of anesthetic seance 
qyery night after supper. So many 
strange, unpleasant and more or less 
dangerous mixtures were tried by 
these gentlemen that one of them, 
Professor Miller, made it his custom 
to make a brief call at breakfast 
time every morning in order, as he 
would say cheerfully, to hear if any 
of the experimenters of the evening 
before were dead yet. 
It was one evening in November, 
after having tried several other sub­ 
stances with little effect, that Dr. 
Simpson bethought himself of a 
small bottle of chloroform which he 
had meant to try and which must be 
somewhere about the place. A search 
was instituted, and it was found un­ 
der a heap of waste paper. 
It was tried at once. Immediately 
a delightful excitement seized upon 
the doctors. Their talk became bril­ 
liant, mirthful and then positively 
hilarious. 
Professor Miller, 
Mrs. 
Simpson and one or two members of 
the family who were present became 
much interested in listening to the 
doctors as they expatiated upon the 
charms, qualities and agreeable el 
fects of the new fluid. Professor 
Miller relates what ensued: 
“Suddenly there was a talk of 
sounds being heard like those of a 
cotton mill, louder and louder—a mo­ 
ment more, then all was quiet, and 
then a’crash. 
“On awaking Dr. Simpson’s first 
perception was mental. 
‘This is far 
stronger and better than ether,’ he 
said to himself. His second was to 
note that he was prostrate on the 
floor, and that among the friends 
aboufhim there were both confusion 
and alarm. 
“Hearing a noise, he turned about 
and saw Dr. Duncan beneath a chair. 
His jaw had dropped; his eyes were 
staring; his head was bent half un-f 
der him. He was quite unconscious 
and was snoring in a most deter­ 
mined and alarming manner. More 
noise still and much motion. 
“Then his eyes overtook 
Dr. 
Keith's feet and legs making valor­ 
ous efforts to overturn the supper ta­ 
ble, or more probably to annihilate 
everything that was on it. ^ I say 
‘more probably,’ for frequent repeti­ 
tions * >f inhalation have confirmed, 
in the case of my esteemed friend, a 
character for maniacal and unre­ 
strained destructiveness under chlo­ 
roform in the transition stage.” 
It is little wonder that Mrs. Simp­ 
son was alarmed. But the daring 
doctors were extricated from among 
the legs of chairs and tables aud 
soon recovered themselves and were 
filled with triumph at the success of 
their new anaesthetic. When Dr. 
Simpson became Sir James Simpson, 
lie took for his motto “Victo Delore” 
(pain conquered), which certainly 
meant more and was more honor­ 
ably earned than the mottoes of 
most noblemen and noble houses.— 
Centurv.

Ho 
was 
leaning 
against 
a post when the barn was 
struck by lightning. When Wickham 
recovered consciousness he was lying 
on the barn floor. He finally managed 
to get on his feet, and, although he 
was benumbed and dazed, he start<*<1 
toward tlio stalls where the horses 
were, to see if they were iujured. Be­ 
fore he reached the horses the barn 
was struck by lightning again. When 
Wickham caino to the second time he 
was lying in one of the stalls by the 
side of one of his horses, which was 
stretched on the floor as if dead. After 
awhile Wickham was able to got up. 
He math* his way to five other skills, 
in each one of which a horse was lying 
prostrate. 
Wickham 
supposed they 
were all dead, and made his way from 
tin* barn to the house. He found his 
wife in a great state of excitement. 
Sin* had seen the bolts strike the barn. 
She know that her husband was in the 
barn, and that four of her children 
were also there at play. Wickham did 
not know th at the children were in the 
barn. 11c and his wife hurried back, 
expecting to find the children dead 
from lightning. Instead they found 
them playing in the hay mow. They 
diil not know tlie barn had l>oen struck 
even puce by lightning, none of its ef- 
f*vts having been visited ou them. 
The horses, also instead of being dead,

About 
ll o’clock the fire company got out 
their engine and laid an eighteen hun­ 
dred foot liue of hose, to the southern 
outskirts of the town. The hose was 
nil to short for tlu* measure of protec­ 
tion desired and a telegram was sent 
to Rush City for more. Five hundred 
feet was sent, but it never reached 
Iliuekley. The main part of the village 
lies in the north fork made hy tin- 
crossing of the Duluth and eastern 
tracks, the latter to the east and Re­

Tlu* firemen’s attention was mainly di- 
; rected to keeping tlu* tire away from 
them as tin* main business part of tlu* 
city was built in solidly just across 
the track. About 3 o’clock in after­ 
noon tlie fire lit tally jumped into tlu* 
town. 
In* approach \vas not gradual. 
It did not eat its way along, devouring 
everything in its path, but came in 
huge leaps, as if to overtake everyone ; 
fleeing before it and then burned back 
at its lea sure. It is deseribed by those 
who witi est-od its onward progress at 
Hinckley and elsewhere as if it were 
forced along by 
cyclones of its own 
generation: The intense heat would 
dcvelope avoidable whirlwind of flame 
that actually twisted off poplar trees 
several iucbes in thickness and carried 
huge blazing lire brands high in air, 
and carrying them forw ard tor from 
forty to eighty rods there to fall and 
I begin the v ork of devasation anew. 
The fire first struck Hinckley on the 
east side of Duluth track and tlu* brave ! 
fire lighters for the first time gave up 
i the unequal battle and already too 
late in n any instances, turned tlu.-ir 
attention to their personal safety. The 
Eastern Minnesota train from the south 
, had just, come in and the people of tlie 
panic stricken city flocked to it for 
safety. A Lumber of box ears were 
Coupled on aial filled and covered with 
I men. women and children. Some were 
; bareheaded. s< me were coatless, some 
few clutchd a pitiful bundle of the 
more precious of their portable pos­ 
sessions. 
Families were separated. 
Children joined tlu* throng and left 
their parents. 
In all there was a 
motley cr< wd of about four hundred 
and fifty or more people. Tin* train 
pulled out Just ahead of tlu* tire and 
succeeded in ultimately reaching Du­ 
luth. ''T his circumstance, while for­ 
tunate in a degree that cannot he es 
, timated. has n ad e the confusion great­ 
er, for it is not known who escaped 
in this city, and many people are re­ 
ported dead who may be in safety. 
Had not this number of people, largely 
women and children, left the doomed 
city when tlu-y did, flu* loss of lift- 
would have it creased in a geometrical 
ratio, for their presence would have 
added immeasurably to the subsequent 
confusion. About the same hour tin* 
accommodation train on the Hinckley 
and St. Cloud branch left for tlu* latter 
place. VTDh about twenty-five passen­ 
gers Its path lay directly across the 
path of the fire and their situation 
speedily became desperate. The ties 
were burning the rails were warping 
aud the trestles were sagging under 
tin* train. The smoke bad increased so 
tHut the engineer was helpless. II.* 
could not set* the train behind him. 
Burning trees lay across tin* track and 
were being tossed aside by the engine. 
Suddtnly the track gave way and the 
train toppled cff to one side. No one 
was injured and they pressed on to 
Pokegama station, a few rods ahead. 
But a few feet iu front of the engine 
was discovered a gorge sixty feet wide 
and forty ft*et deep, where the trestle 
luul l>e<*n buruetl away. They suc- 
ceedetl in reaching the clearing about 
the statioi r.nd escaped with a few 
i burns and bruises. There were burned 
along the track, however, four or live 
people, including Dr. Kelc-ey, of New’ 
Brighton v h o had come up to look 
after his brother. 
The people who 
were left ir. the city were in w hat 
seemed to be an almost hopeless con­ 
dition. Egress by one only means of 
transpcrtation that could hope to dis­ 
tance the swiftly advancing flames was 
out of tin* question. The men bad been 
lighting the fire for hours and the 
i women aud children were in a panic 
stricken condition. Many of them were 
of the more ignorant of the population, 
for a very large percentage of the peo­ 
ple who get out on the Great Northern 
railroad ware of tin* more intelligent 
class. Horses wa re harnessed to bug­ 
gies aud wagons. Women aud children 
were hurritdly loaded up. In some 
j cast's attem pts were made to carry 
off some household goods, but in most 
instances the people bad no thought 
for aught but their lives. 
Probably f\vo hundred of them left 
town e>u foot or in vehicles, plunging 
into the woods to the north across the 
Grindstone river which skirts the town 
ou the north. They were literally tlee- 
, ing l*efore the pursuing demon of the 
j fire. Over the bill that rises beyond 
j the Grindstone is a swamp and to this 
most of the people with teams headed. 
I but it proved no protection. The fire 
gave them no opportunity to g<> fur­ 
ther. Some abandoned their team s and 
ran into the lower portions of tlu* 
morass, but the fire sought them out. 
Not one was left to tell the tale and 
there this morning in a space of a lit­ 
tle mere than four or five acres were 
c< nnted over ope hundretj and thirty 
corpses. There were many families of 
five, six and seven aud there they lay, 
the man g<rerally a little iu advance, 
the mother surnunded by her little 
ones cut off by tlie most horrible of 
deaths. 
Nearly all the bodic's were nude, 
the tire having burned every vestige 
of their clothing their blackened aud 
charred many of tho corpses beyond 
recognitlor and where whole families 
were wipes', out as they were and some 
of the bodit*s completely incinerated, 
Identification is absolutely out of the 
i qucstiou.

The wind blew 
like a hurricane and as the people were 
getting ready to leave, the lire closed 
in ou three sides, not a single person 
saved a thing 
except his clothes. 
Stefi’erfeldt carried two children to a 
place cf saftty, and went back for 
more. About 100 went to the river 
and fifty or sixty* were burned to 
death 
A t 4 o’clock this morning Mr. 
Stefferfeldt saw over forty 
bodies, 
chaired and burned, lying on every 
side. 
The peoi le who were saved 
have been all day without food or 
shelter and no relief could be got to 
them to-day. Tho people are living on 
potatoes arid carrots left in the ground 
•Sandstone is about three miles from 
SnndstoL ? 
Junction on tin* Duluth 
road and th*- tire was on both sides of 
tin* river s*v th*u the town of Partridge 
was burned. 
Mr. Gilboy, conductor on the Eastern 
Minnesota came 
down id eighteen 
nnles north of Hinckley and found all 
bridges burnt <1, including big ntrdges 
over Kettle river aud the Grindstone, 
walked down to Sandstone and found 
only* a handful of people. 
O n e gentle­ 
man. Mr Sanborn, found forty-seven 
dead bodies lying uncovered in the sun. 
The people are destitute of everything. 
They need food, shelter, clothing nml 
medical attendance. The only build­ 
ing left is the brick; school house, wlfich 
is all l>urn< d out inside. 
'Ihe people are living on the river 
bottom*, without shelter. 
General 
Manager Fm riugton a t Duluth, was 
I telegraphed, as wires are open 
to 
w’thin two miles of Partridge, and 
asked to f-tnd a train to within seven 
miles of Hit- place with provisions and 
I medicine. 
In addition to forty-seven bodies at 
Sandstone, there are tw enty at Kettle 
River Junction. One family is living 
in a root house end the father is miss­ 
ing. All the settlers in the vicinity 
are probably* burned to death. O’Neill 
Bros, had twelve camps in the woods 
utiar Sandstone, and all these are 
burned. Most of the inmates, however, 
; are believed to have escaped with 
tln-ir lives. 
There are about 
eleven lionn-h-ss 
families still at Mission Greek, but 
iliey have provisions for about twenty- 
four Loirs. Brook Park, tw o miles 
west of Hinckley, is burned and there 
about 125 people tln-re, many of whom 
are iu need of immediate relief.

PERSON \L EXPERIENCES. 


G. I). O’B rien's Story. 
Hon. 0. I>. O'Brien, of St. Paul, who 
was a passenger on tin* Duluth train 
describes his experience as follows: 
-W hen w e left 
iMilurli 
at 
1 :.V> it w as 
very sm oky so th at wo could not soo across 
tin* hay to Superior. 
The wim l w as sou th ­ 
w est and still rising. 
W e sa w som e lire 
b etw een D uluth and Thom pson, but n oth ­ 
ing to cause alarm . 
It grew sm okier and 
sm okier, how ever, until w hen w e reached 
Itarnum the sun went entirely out o f sight, 
although tin* sky w as cloudless. 
The train 
moved 
cautiously 
beyond 
here. At 
3:tt>. 
fourteen m inutes before wo reached H inck­ 
ley, it becam e p erfectly dark -a s black as 
tlit* blackest m idnight. 
T he lam ps were 
lighted in the ears and there w as absolutely 
no reflection of tin- light outside.

then in 
the sm oking room of tin* chair 
car. 
A fter 
fourteen 
m inutes,

proached H inckley, w e could see th e tops 
of Hie trees dim ly. 
W e stopped, and as I

supposed that w e w ere then through the 
w orst of it. 
Just then a crow d o f people 
burst out of the w oods on our left. T hey 
cam e 
tow ards the

the men w ere dragging th e wom en and 
children through it. tearing their clothes 
as they did so. They w ere all m aking a

lJy th is tim e it 
had grown suffocatingly hot all about and 
we heard a heavy roar, and looking out on

I stepped back Into the car and shut the 
door just as it struck tlie train.

to m ove backward, and just as w e moved 
every w indow in the car fell in w ith m 
crash.

ute, and tlie wom en tore off the linen cov­ 
erings from the seats, w et them and held 
them up.

St. Paul, Sept. 3.—The experiences 
of tlu* crew anti passengers of the St. 
Paul Q Duluth iimted train which was 
cauglit nutl destroyed near Hinckley, 
were thrilling 
and horrible. 
Such 
sights as were witnessed tln-re were 
never befor surpassed in horror, and 
the stoutest hearts quailed in the face 
of the awful situation which confronted 
the 2»H) souls on board the ill-fated 
train. Fire in front of them, fire ou 
all sides of them, cracked and roared 
aud rushed along with fiendish eager­ 
ness, sweeping everything before it, 
while vast volumes of heavy smoke 
shut out ll4o light of heaven and total 
dg-’kness reigned. 
Men who were 
there shudder and grow pale when they 
speak of It. They saw strong men go 
mad and leap from the train in their 
delirium into the fiery furnace outside, 
and they heard their last wild shriek 
of agony t-re the flames had stilled 
their erics. In the coaches were many 
women and children, who shrieked 
and cried nnd piteously begged God to 
spare their lives. The little ones clung 
wildly to their mothers, and their moth­ 
ers on their kimes prayed for deliver­ 
ance from the flame. 
The m em bers'uf the tr:\in crew went 
through the coaches, giving the people 
all tin* encouragement they could, and 
imploring tlirn to keep cool. 
At the throttle of the locomotive 
stood one of the bravest men who 
ever drove au engine, and his mad race 
for the lives of his passengers will be 
recalled long after Jam es Root lias 
passed away. Fire came in at every 
window of his cab, and three times 
hU clothes caught fire. Had lit- aban­ 
doned the tin tittle he would have 
sacrificed his own and 200 other liv*-s. 
With wonderful courage and sticisrn he 
remained at his post, and directed the 
fireman to throw* w ater 011 him from 
i the tank in the tender, ap 1 in this way 
he was enabled to resist the approaches 
of tlu* demon, and eventually save the 
! lives of his passengers, it was one of 
the bravest and nerviest deeds 011 rec­ 
ord. and Root is ahero to-day. 
As the train was passing through the 
fire eight or ten men jumped out of 
the car windows anti perished. The 
train finally reached Skun < lak°, and

took refuge in the 
water, which was but two or three 
feet deep.

friends and idatives had perished in 
tli* fiery flood, bus passed away, and 
dull, lethargic grief lias taken its place. 
The uninjured refugees nt Pine Gity. 
and there art* several hundred of them, 
stand about tin* street corners iu little 
knots anti discuss the incidents of the 
catastrophe which 
struck the town. 
The probable death of this one or this 
family, aud the news of tlu* escape of 
ant tlier, who was at first supposed to 
have perished, arc* all discussed with 
the same 
benumbed 
air, expressing 
neither sorrow or despair in the* one 
case, nor elation or joy in tin* other. 
Th© hospital patients demanded the 
attention of tho physicians all night, 
ami tlu* only druggist in Pine Gity 
was kept busy until daylight tilling 
preseript’ons and 
supplying 
lotions, 
for most of the injuries were burns, 
more or less serious. 
By morning all 
were in a state of comparative com­ 
fort, and there were none whose hurts 
were <lt*en ed fatal. 
Among tlu* good citizens of Pine Gity 
who had opened their hearts, their 
homes and tlu-ir public buildings to 
their stricken ntighbors, all was bustle* 
and iutivitv. 
Tlu* town hall was kept 
oj en all night, and coffee and plain 
fare served to all comers. 
The court 
house, tin* school house* and many a 
private? home was thrown open. Every 
blanket in the town was called into 
service*. The wonu-n and children were ! 
given the* lie tter quarters, and the men 
stretched out in rows on tin- floors of 
the two public buildings named. 
Be­ 
fore daylight the town was astir. Tin- 
arrangem ents for the relief of tlu* des­ 
titute further up the line*, where hun­ 
dreds of men wonu-n and children art* 
not only homeless, but absolutely w ith­ 
out a scrap of food or bedding or extra 
clothing, wi re taken up where they* 
were diopi.ed at midnight. 
Tin- ap­ 
pointed committees met and got tln-ir 
work well iu hand. 
Before 7 o'clock 
in the morning the construction train, 
loaded with bridge m aterial for Un­ 
repair of the bridge across tin* Grind­ 
stone river at 
Hinckley, came up 
lrom Rush Gity*. 
A couple of hundred loaves of bread 
and other light provision were placed 
on board in charge of Judge J. G. 
Nethaway of Stillwater, representing 
the relief eommilfcV*. A party of labor­ 
ers to dig graves and inter tlu* bodies 
was collected, and tlu* train proceeded 
into the burned country. 
At Hinck­ 
ley the provisions wen* loaded on to 
a hand ear manned hy Judge Netha­ 
way and a volunteer crew, and a start 
was made across tlu* shaky bridge to 
Miller, nine miles further north, where 
are reported a dozen or more dead 
and three or 
four 
times as many 
hungry and homeless.

they expect to work east to Sandstone, 
j about five miles across the country on 
tlu* Eastern Minnesota railroad, where 
j there are between forty and fifty dead 
j and a couple of hundred living who 
i were saved in Kettle river and in tlu* 
great Sandstone quarries.

They brought some tents, but 
finding th at Adjt. Gen. Muehlberg had 
sent up 180 state tents, the regulars 
turned in and put up fifty of them for 
the refugees with regular army expedi­ 
tion.

students, 
urn! 
from 
whom 
as 
a 
rule 
tile 
officials come. They have no knowl­ 
edge of any business or trade. They 
correspond very closely to what ar**, 
or used to be culled, gentlemen in Eng­ 
land, and preserve their position with 
great tenacity, even when hard pressed 
by poverty. 
Rich 
parvenues, 
tis 
a 
matter 
of 
course, engage tutors for their children; 
and in the humblest tanks of life, oc­ 
casionally. parents will stint themselves 
to give an opportruity to some sea who 
has shown marked intelligence at the 
village school. 
But neither of these 
classes compete on an equality with 
tho?** to whom learning is nu hereditary 
profession. The cultivation and intellec­ 
tual discipline prevailing in such fam ­ 
ilies give their members u marked ad­ 
vantage over those who got no help of 
the kind at home, 
and who must, 
therefore, depend entirely on what they 
learn from their paid teachers* 
The orthodox schem e of education is 
entirely concerned 
Avith the ancient 
literature of China. The original works 
which occupy the student’s attention 
were for the most part written before 
the literature of either Greece or Rome 
had reached its prime. 
Rut there ar** 
commentators 
belonging 
to 
later 
periods who must also be perused with 
diligence. China has not s e e n aa in­ 
flux of neiv races such as have over­ 
run Europe since the days of our class­ 
ical authors, but still, from mere lapse 
of t i m e , tho language of tilt* country 
has greatly changed, and the child be- 
g inning his studies cannot without ex­ 
planation understand a single sentence, 
• wen if hi* has learned to read th** 
words, of the lesson which he has be­ 
fore him. The student makes himself 
acquainted as thoroughly as possible 
with these classical ivories. The more 
he can quote of them th*’ better, but 
he must m aster the matter contained 
in them as well. 
H e must get to know* the different 
readings and different Interpretations 
of disputed passages and, finally, he 
practices himself in prose and verse 
composition. In prose he carefully pre­ 
serves th*’ ancient phraseology, never 
admitting modern words, though there 
are certain technicalities of style which 
AAill prevent his productions from being 
an exact imitation of the ancient liter­ 
ature. H is verses must be in close 
imitation of tile oldtime poets. They 
•inst follow 
elaborate 
rules 
as to 
rhythm, and the words must rhyme ac­ 
cording to tile classical sounds, which 
are very different from those of to? 
day.

Scandinavian countries, and remember 
that they export little or none of their 
beer, tit** output of their breweries 
seems enormous. 
Outside of Europe and the United
